I want to make sure you know about these restrictions for super bowl 50. Due to regulations 
Chariot is not allowed to use the transit only lanes. 

Here is the info for the area: 

Transit-only lanes/transit-only streets: TNCs, jitneys and other private transportation may 
not use transit-only lanes or streets. 

Designated passenger loading zones: 

West curb of Front, south of California Street- near the main entrance to Super 
Bowl City 

Northbound Embarcadero- in front of the Ferry Building and at Pier 3 

Street closures - you can provide the following details, attached map, and also note that we 
have uploaded them to Waze:

Super Bowl City, centered at Justin Herman Plaza, will involve the following street closures for 
motor vehicles and bicycles: 

Market Street, between Beale and Steuart streets 

o Market Street from First to Beale will be open only to Paratransit, transit, 
taxis, commercial and local-access vehicle traffic with credentialed passes 

o Southbound Embarcadero, from Washington to Don Chee Way 

o Beale, Main, Spear, Steuart streets from Market to Mission streets 

o Beale, Main, Spear, and Steuart streets, between Market and Mission, 
will be open only to vehicle traffic with credentialed passes 



Beale, Main, Spear, Steuart streets from Mission to Howard streets 


o Beale Main, Spear, and Steuart streets, between Mission and Howard, 
will be open only to Paratransit, transit, taxis, commercial and local-access 
vehicle traffic with credentialed passes 

o Mission, between First and Steuart Streets, will be open only to 
Paratransit, transit, taxis, commercial and local-access traffic with 
credentialed passes 

NFL Experience at Moscone Center has minimal street closures that are comparable to what 
occurs during DreamForce and Oracle World conference at Moscone. These closures affect all 
modes except walking: 

• Howard Street, between Third and Fourth streets 

• Two lanes on Howard Street between Fourth and Fifth streets 


Auto Detour Routes 


Car traffic will be guided around the event zones. Driving should be avoided especially on 
these routes. For private car access north or south through the eastern part of the city, use 
Hyde Street, Gough Street, or Van Ness Avenue if possible. 

• Southbound Embarcadero: Drivers will be directed to use Battery and First Streets to cross 
Market Street. Drivers who continue south on The Embarcadero will be forced to turn right at 
Washington Street to Battery. The northbound lanes of The Embarcadero will remain open. 

Drivers traveling eastbound on Market and Mission Streets will be forced to turn south on 
First Street, then to Folsom Street to continue east. 

• Howard Street at Third Street: Drivers traveling westbound on Howard will be directed to 
turn left at Second Street, then right on westbound Harrison Street. Drivers traveling 
southbound on New Montgomery will be directed to use Hawthorne to westbound Harrison. 

This detour is the same route used during other Moscone Center events like Oracle 
OpenWorld and Dreamforce last fall. 
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
